The First Year 


The second vear of the war 
opens with Hitler savagely un- 
leashing his air force against 
Britain, because he is impotent 
in all other fields. The anniver- 
sary of our declaration of war 
finds Britain in full command of 
the sea, Hitler deprived of the 
initiative on dand and afr and 
the British) Empire far more 
powerful than it ever has been 
before in history. 


The decision of this war will 
he attained through the instru- 
mentality of the British Navy, 
and it will devend in the main 
upon the outcome of the Battle 
of Britain now raging in the 
skies, 

The first year has witnessed 
triumph after triumph for Hit- 
ler, but the collapse of France 
was and will remain his last, 
unless he decides upon further 
conquest against weak neigh- 
bours in the Balkans. The 
obliteration of France is the last 
and most striking of Hitler's 
achievements. But he has not 
defeated the spirit of many of 
the people of France, just as 
the spirit of the peoples of Nor- 
way, Belgium and the Nether- 
lands demand that the war be 
fought to successful conclusion. 
Our powerful armies in Egypt 
bide their time, but are not 
meant to remain motionless for 
ever. 


Yet though we enter the 
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second year with every hope of 
ultimate success we must not 
disguise from ourselves that the 
roud to victory must still be 
long and painful. The Lask 
which lies before the British 
people must be judged, not by 
calculations of the extent from 
which we can free ourselves 
from the threat of bondage, but 
by a steady contemplation of 
the wide areas of Europe from 
which the Germans and their 
Judas-ally Italy have still to be 
dislodged. All but half a dozen 
European countries are under 
the heel of the conqueror and 
they all look to us for freedom. 


Our greatest task yet lies be- 
fore us. We have learned much 
from the first twelve months of 
warfare. If Britain and the 
British people have to make 
yet heavier sacrifices and to 
face further grievous losses, we 
have always found salvation as 
an Empire in this war of wars. 
We are no longer unsuspecting 


and unprepared as we were two 
yenrs ago, nay, twelve months 
ago. Our Navy remains to us

Every- 
ono is brokenhearted, angry and 
expecting the worst, 


Alt reports agree that the 
officers, one of the strong points 
of the French Army, failed their 
men and their country. Cer- 
tainly we saw hundreds among 
the refugees, evacuating their 
own wives and familics, We 
noticed the mingling of refugees 
and defeated troops all the way 
from Tours — soldiers with 
families, army trucks with civi- 
lianas. 


The First Year 


The second year of the war 
opens with Hitler savagely un- 
lenshing his air force against 
Britain, because he is impotent 
in all other fields. The anniver- 
sary of our declaration of war 
finds Britain in full command of 
the sea, Hither deprived of the 
initiative on land and air and 
the British) empire far more 
powerful than it ever has been 
before in history. 


The decision of this war will 
be attained through the instru. 
mentality of the British Navy, 
and it will depend in the main 
upon the outcome of the Battle 
of Britain now raging ino the 
skies. 

The first year has witnessed 
triumph after triumph for Hit- 
Jer, but the collapse of France 
was and will remain his last, 
unless he decides upon further 
conquest against weak neigh- 
bours in the Balkans. The 
obliteration of France is the last 
and most striking of Hitler's 
achievernents. But he has not 
defeated the spirit of many of 
the people of France, just as 
the spirit of the peoples of Nor- 
way, Belgium and the Nether- 
Jands demand that the war be 
fought to successful conclusion. 
Our powerful armies in Egypt 
bide their time, but are nob 
meant to remain motionless for 
ever.

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second year with covery hope of 
ultimate success we must not 
disguise from ourselves that the 
road to victory must still be 
long and painful. The task 
which Hes before the British 
people must be judged, not by 
calculations of the extent from 
which we can free ourselves 
from the threat of bondage, but 
by a steady contemplation of 
the wide arcas of Europe from 
which the Germans and their 
Judas-ally Italy have still to be 
dislodged. All but half a dozen 
European countries are under 
the heel of the conqueror and 
they all look to us for freedom. 


Our greatest task yet lies be- 
fore us, We have learned much 
from the first twelve months of 
warfare. If Britain and the 
British people have to make 
yet heavier sacrifices and to 
face further grievous losses, we 
have always found salvation as 
an Empire in this war of wars. 
We are no longer unsuspecting 


and unprepared as we were two 
years ago, nay, twelve months 
ngo. Our Navy remains to us 
as our first. and priceless heri- 
tage, and we have shown that 
on lund and in the air we can 
transform ourselves under stern 
necessity into the world's fore- 
most military power—not for 
purposes of aggression, but to 
extirpate evil and to defend 
Uberty, 


In this second year of war, 
the. Empire must bend all its 
energy and resources to the one 
great and paramount task of 
beating Hitlerism. In Hongkong 
we must do our share by the 
only method at present available 
to us, by subseribing to the War 
Fund for the purchase of acro- 
planes. The sum total the 
people of this Colony can offer 
ix nothing compared to the 
enormous expenditure — which 
muat be incurred by the Mother- 
land in the prosecution of the 
gar. But our contribution, add- 
ed to those from the other 
Colonies, is like the grain of 
sand that goes to build the 
mountain. More particularly, 
the spirit animating the Colony's 
contribution is ever-important, 
for, in donating whatever small 
sum we can afford, we are volun- 
tarily casting back into Hitler’s 
tecth the pre-war boast that the 
Empire would disintegrate the 
moment Britain went ‘to war.
